Transfers of unused 
funds totaling $9,085,000, how­ 
ever, will bring the actual cash 
withdrawals from the treasury 
for the navy to $293,833,000. 
Admiral Standley urg ed the 
committee to increase navy en­ 
listed personnel at 85,000, al­ 
thoug h say ing he realized Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt had asked for 
only 82,500 men. 
If the United States built up 
to the London treaty req uire­ 
ments, he said, the annual m ain­ 
tenance cost would be $48 5,535,- 
000. At the end of the fiscal y ear 
1935, however, he asserted, the 
United States on the basis of 90 
per cent complements, would be 
short 10,025 enlisted men and 
twelve ships, not including re­ 
placements of destroy ers and 
submarines.

Just why 
any one could logically reach such a decision is 
hard to imagine. 
It is ap p arent that any one who would stoop to 
such p ractice is dev oid of any loy alty or p a­ 
triotism. It is a direct effort to underm ine the 
recov ery mov ement and to realize highei in ­ 
div idual p rofits at the ex p ense of loy al citizens 


and m erchants. 
Ev ery effort should be made to p rohibit such 
p ractice and the offenders brought to justice 
should they be ap p rehended dup licating such 
misuse of the Blue Eagle.
